WASHINGTON, June 14.— Senator Warren G. Harding desires to go 
before the country as the Republican Presidential nominee on a strictly 
literal interpretation of the treaty plank in the Chicago platform his sen­ 
atorial colleagues believed today. 
This view was supported by Harding's own speeches and by source* 
which made efforts to get the presidential candidates’ view s on foreign af­ 
fairs. 
The Republican treaty plank condemns the treaty as brought back by 
President Wilson, praises the senators who voted for the Lodge reserva­ 
tions, declares agreements with foreign nations must conform with Ameri­ 
can ideals and with the policies of W ashington and Monroe and favors the 
principle of an international court. 
Harding's speeches alone show how closely he conforms to this plank. 
In a speech in the Senate during the treaty debate Harding said: 
“The permanent court on international Justice to determine all Inter­ 
national problems which several nations agree to submit to is strongly ap­ 
pealing. 
With such a court and with a clearly established code of inter­ 
national law there could never be a dispute in the future that would carry 
the conscience-lriven nation from the righteous side.”

MEXICO CITY, May 20.— (By Mail) 
—Fortunes of war have a piquant 
touch in Mexico. Take the case of 
Manuel Pelaez. 
In less than a week the recent 
revolution transferred Pelaez, "Ban­ 
dit of the Oil Fields,” and outlaw in 
the eyes of the Carranza government, 
from his hiding place in the jungles 
to the place of guest of honor at a 
banquet table In Tampioo’s leading 
hotel. Among others who attended 
the banquet were leading American 
oil men and officers from the Ameri­ 
can gunboats 
which had 
"visited” 
Tampico. 
Without a shot being fired, Tam­ 
pico went over to the cause of revo­ 
lution on Saturday, May 9. Pelaez 
had long been a thorn in the side 
of Carranza, not only because he 
successfully defied the government in 
his revolutionary activities, but be­ 
cause he collected a generous sum 
every month from the oil companies 
in payment for "protection” he af­ 
forded in the fields. But with 
the 
flight of Carranza and the collapse 
of the old government, Manuel Pelaez 
became the outstanding figure In his 
part of the country. On the night 
of 'Wednesday, May 12, after the Car- j 
ranzistas 
in 
Tampico 
either 
had 
evacuated the city or joined the rev- j 
olutionaries, 
Pelaez 
donned 
his 
sm artest uniform and marched into 
the town. 
Things Had Changed 
He couldn’t have done that a week 
before—but 
things had 
changed— 
and press dispatches from Tampico 
reported that Pelaez “was welcomed 
by a large number of citizens who 
showed 
the distinguished 
general 
every attention and consideration.;’ 
The banquet, was staged the night 
after the triumphal entry. 
Today Pelaez is the revolutionary 
commander of the Tampico situation. 
Oil operations 
are 
continuing as 
usual. 
Oil 
men, moreover, believe 
they will enjoy smoother sailing un­ 
der the revolutionary powers than 
they had when Carranza flourished 
For Carranza not only flourished, 
but he frequently fumed and the oil 
men made little progress in their 
efforts to obtain a more favorable 
interpretation of Mexican laws. 
Now Pelaez owns oil property. In 
fact, one of the principal reasons for 
his opposing Carranza was his be­ 
lief that the old government dealt 
unfairly with the old interests. He 
objected 
to 
the interpretation 
of 
Article 27 of the 1917 Constitution. 
This article not only nationalized oil 
property, but, pending a decision to 
the contrary, was made to apply 
retroactively. 
Pelaez also believed 
that in the matter of royalties and 
taxes, the government had assumed 
an unjust attitude. 
Status Doubtful 
What will be Pelaez’ official status 
under the new regime has not yet 
been indicated. It Is declared he is 
ready to "play the gam e” with Obre- 
gon, now that his old foe, Carranza, 
has been ousted. What he says on 
the oil question, according to 
the 
opinion here, is certain to receive 
attention. 
Obregon, moreover, declared In a 
recent 
Interview with 
the United 
Press that he was opposed to Car­ 
ranza’s oil policy and against 
any 
retroactive 
interpretation 
of 
the 
Mexican laws. So there are strong 
indications, at least, that a settle­ 
ment of the oil controversy will be 
one result of the revolution. 
Just now th® representatives 
of 
American oil companies are puzzled 
by the request of the revolutionaries 
that they pay thpir taxes before they 
are due. the revolutionists being in 
need of money. Some of the com­ 
panies have paid in full, others have 
made part payment and some are 
still hesitating. As a business propo­ 
sition the oil men are Inclined 
to 
pay—for they are getting bargain 
rates—but politically, they doubt the 
authority of anyone in Mexico City 
to sign a valid receipt.

Nurse Association, Miss Jenkins, the 
community nurse, gave the following! 
report relative to her examination 
of the grammar school children from 
January to June of this year: 
"Children examined, 662; number 
having 
defects 
needing 
attention, 
330, or 49.84 per cent; number hav­ 
ing slight defects, 163, or 24.62 per 
cent; total number having 
defects 
(one or more), 493, or 73.46 per cent; 
28 per cent of all those examined re­ 
quire dental work; 53 per cent of all 
those examined have enlarged ton-, 
ails; 88 per cent of those having de­ 
fects require dental work; 
72 per1 
cent of those having defects have I 
enlarged tonsils. 
“Of those needing attention, 57 per 
cent require dental work, and 51 per 
cent have badly diseased tonsils. 
“These defects are of the eye, ear, 
nose, throat, and teeth, and do not 
include congenital deformities. Prac­ 
tically all of them can be corrected 
—or at least Improved. 
Most of I 
them could have been prevented. 
"It Is a mistaken idea that tonsils 
should not be removed because they 
were placed In the human body for 
a purpose. 
They are sentinels of the 
throat so 
long 
as 
they 
remain 
healthy, but when they become dis­ 
eased they are a serious menace, 
and Instead of protecting the throat, 
they them selves become a danger­ 
ous source of Infection, poisoning 
the blood stream,' and weakening the 
resistance of the body. 
"It is also a very wrong Impres­ 
sion that the "baby teeth” do not 
need1 care and attention. 
The per­ 
manent teeth are very often mis- 1 
shapen, ugly, and unsound because 
the first set were allowed to rem ain1 
uncared for in the mouth until they 
decayed and were pushed out by th e : 
incoming ones. 
“It is to be hoped that the parents 
who have received 
notices 
from 
school of their children’s defects will 
take advantage of vacation time and 
have those defects corrected. 
They 
will make better progress in their) 
school work next year lf they are

handicapped 
by 
abnormal 
physical conditions.”
